Wil.h the advent of 
suffragette movement, followed by the militant feminism of the 
sixties, mature societ'.ic , have woken \Jp to i:he unthinking 
discrimination practiced against women in the guise of tradil:ion 
or culture. 

With tlie pas^--., years,groups cominil^ted t.o women’s 

welfare h.,.^ identified tlwr focal point of discrimination arid by 
mean.s of articulating the prolilem and inviting dr‘l)a te , ha ve served 
to slowly change public opin ion, somet imes, to the extent of 
creating protective legislation. 

One such discriminatory focus, tluat lias been 
increasingly worrying thet i nte 1 1 igentia in India i s t.he lopsided 
education given to women. 

As girl’s education continues to be a low supply and low 
demand area,it is necessary that the district: plans provide 
necessary interventions for increasing number of schools for 
girls and for generating an environment for promoting girls 
education. Hence , the D i s t *■ i c L P r ima r y Educa t ion Prog r a mine ( OPEP ) 
IS being implemented in low female literacy and low female 
enrollment districts.

December to Februru-y is tdie dry season, wit.h rzlear bright weat'.her. 

The period from March to May constitutes the hot .season,and the 

South-west monsoon season is from June to September. October and 

November may be termed the Post-monsoon or retreating monsoon 

season. 

RAINFALL :

rainfall is normally uniform in the district. The rainfall is 
mostly confined to the period from April to November. The 
district receives rainFal] both in the South-west monsoon and the 
retreating monsoon season.

PROPERTY AND INHERITANCE : 

The Hindu communities in the district are governed by 
the Hindu law, inheritance being in the male line. 

The affiliation of a son-in-law in the 
prevalent among some cast.es. " A.mong" the lloleyas, the resident; sr/r,- 
in-law gets a share of his father-in-1 aw *s property along with 
his brother-in-law. IE a man has no sons, when a daughter is 
married the son-in-law agrees to become a member of the family. 
He resides with his father-in-law and inherits his property for 
his progeny. 

There are a few of joint families sti11 * existing, though 

the system is losing its hold on society. Coriditior\s of modern 

living and the changing socio-economic pattern have, to some 
extent, been responsible for the decline of the joint family 

system.

A man cannot marry outside the 
limits of his caste and if he belongs to a sub-caste, he cannot 
marry outside the particular sub-caste. 

Among some of the castes, a woman’s brother enjoyvS a 
unique position in the family. It might be said that the practice 
of a man to ask for the hand of his sister's daughter, either for 
himself or for his son is wide-spread. 

Among certain castes, it is the right and duty of the 
maternal uncle to cut l.he chief post of Kalli required for 

erecting the marriage bootli. 

Among the LingaYats,a portion of the present made to 
the bride is given to the maternal uncle and another portion to 
the bride’s sister 

Among the Idigas the duty of tying the

There is practically no difference between details oi 
among the brahmins in the district and those in other parts of 
the state. After the arrival of the bridegroom at the bride's 

place,the rituals begins, the Varapuja,Nandi, Kankanadharana, 
l^ajahoma and Saptapadi 1 o 1 I ow one after the another. 

The Veerashaivas have their own distinct marriage 
ceremonies. Instead of fire five Gotrakars of the lingayats are 
set up. 

The most important part of the marriage ceremony is the 
tying of the Mangalasutra by the bridegroom around the neck of 
the bride. 

In the old days, the marriage c:e r ernon i1

expenses of marriage have gone down in any way. On the contrary, 
it may be said that the marriage expenses have increased.

DIVORCE: 

Marriage being a religious sacrament among the Hindus, 
divorce as such is not. generally in practice. Divorce can be 
brought about at the instance of either party for infidelit.y on 
the part of the wife or hiusband or other serious rea.sfjriM. In 
either case the wife should give back to her husband the tali 
Lied to her on the occasion of marriage and the jewels, if 
any,presented to her then. 

The Hindu Marricage Act, 1955, has, however, provided for 
divorce . 

SOCIAL EVILS: 

Social evils like prostitution, 
gambling and untouchabi 1 i ty are expressly prohibited by ia;v, .... 
these evils continues to exist to a certain extent. These evils 
are t.n be found to a lar'gcr extent in the urban areas tiian in the? 
rural parts except, perhaps, untouchabi ] i ty which has still .some 
hold among the rural population. 

DWELLINGS: 

The houses in the villages are constructed along narrow 
streets and lanes. They are usually constructed of mud or sun- 
dried bricks- The dwellings are mostly one-storeyed and low, wit:h 
not mych care being paid to ventilation. Bigger houses have 
courtyards, surrounded by verandahs. 




*rhe houses of the cultivators have long narrow rooms, a 
portion of which is sometimes shared witli the cattle. The middle- 
class houses have tiled roofs, while the poorer have their 
dwellings thatched with grass. 

The houses in the urban areas range from small i 

dwellings of the poorer classes to the . 1 sj •. ^ s

Furniture, as understood in tlie modern sense, is 
practically not seen in most of the rural dwelling houses. Rut in 
the urban areas, the demand for furniture is increasing.

Some of 
the horticultural crops are Mango, Banana, Tomato, Chillies, 
Coconut and Arecanut. 

During the year 199] -92, the total number of r\jltivator,s in 
the rural areas were 37243 out of which 19.fl3% were females in 
the urban areas the total cultivators were 1101 B out of which 
13,64% were females. There were 1 44914 agricultural labourer's in 
the rural areas and 13742 in urban areas. The percentage of 
female agricultural labourers were 45.4 and 35,77 in rural

PEOPLE’S EDUCATION SOCIETY, MANDYA: 


This organisation is said to be a highly important 
voluntary effort made for the progress of the district. 

The following are tht^ objectives: 

1) Promotion and encouragement of education including basic and 
nursery edijcation, training of children and adults for 
citizenship and of women in domestic science and training in 
handicrafts, cottage industries and other useful crafts and 
;irl,s amongst the population of the Incalitv to be del_ermined 
by t.he r\3ral areas • 

2) Establishment of colleges, schools and other educational 
institutions of various kinds in important places. 

3) Est,ab 1 ishment and maintenance of or giving of grants for the 
benefit of poor homes for women and children, maternity 
homes, r: h i 1 d welfare centres and other institutions of 
similar nature such as ante and post-natal clinics, 

4) Training of men and women for carrying out any of the 
aforesaid activities. 

MAHTLA SAMAJA, MANDYA: 

The mahila Samaja, Mandya was founded in the year 1935. 
Its main objective is to promotie the welfare of women and 
children. It imparts training to women in tailoring, embroidery, 
feather work and manufacture of agarbathies, so that after 
training,the trainees could earn their livelihood. About a 
hundred women were receiving training every year in these crafts. 

In addition, arrangements had been made for teaching 
music and dance. 
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ROTARY CI.UB, MANDYA: 


IL i pRsent.i^^My sprvicn organisation covnring four 
avenues of sorvice, namely, servine to memh’rs, vocational 

service, comnwinity service and international service- The club 
was mainly responsible for implementing the urban pilot projects 
sponsored by the Central Social Welfare Board- 
SRI SHARADA MART 1.A SAMAJA: 

The objects of the institution are to improve the 

social, physical, cultuial and educational well-being of women 

and children, irrespective of caste, creed or social status. 

Crafts such as tailoring, needle-work and embroidery 

are taught in the institution, for which a nominal fee is 
charged. The samaja is also conducting a training course in 

Amba r-cha rkha spinriing. 

MAllIhA MANDAbS: 

Several Mahila Mandals have been functioning in the 
rural areas of the distrlet-Their objective is to promote social 
welfare of women and children,All these Mandals had started the 
pre-primary Balwadi or Anganawadi classes for the benefit of 
children in ail the Taluks of Mandya except in krishnarajpet and 
Mandya Taluks. 

Maternity health service is another important service 
which these Mandals are attending to.The craft programmes are 
next in the order of priority. 
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'rhe State Social Welfare Board conducted training camps 
for the benefit of the offire-bearers of the Mahila Mandals.The 
coursoa were organised to impart training in the maintenance of 
accounts and the effective implementation of Welfare services 
according to specified standards.

KRISHNARAJPETC K.R.PET)-- 
THE SAMPLED BLOCK 

Krishnarajpet is a taJuk among the seven taluks of 
Mandya district, where the field study was carried out.It i-s 
si.tuated in the West of Mandya district.The total geographic area 
of the taluk is 905 sq.kms. 

This taluk receives the highest rainfall in the 
district.The normal rainfall is 735-2 mm. net area irrigated is 
.tbout 54 566 hectares- The main crops grown here. are padrly , 
sugarcane, Jowar, Ground-nut and other pulses. It is famous for 
cultivation of coconut. Mulberry and seasonal flower- 
Chrysanthemum (called "sevanthige" in Kannada). 

The river Hemavathi runs on the western side of the 
taluk and joins the river Cauvery at the southern region. 

The taluk is served with 3 Railway stations, 55 Post- 
offices,? Primary health-centres. 

The taluk has 288 villages, out of 268 villages,232 
villages have schooling faci I ities,15 have medical facilities 
and all 288 villages are provided with drinking water- 
facilities. 147 villages can be approached by pucca road and 213 
villages are electrified. 

According to 1991 census report, the population of 
Krishnarajpet is 220976. out of which males is 110220 and females 
is 110756.The rural population constitutes 91.65% of the total 
popu1 ation.The percentage of SC and ST population to total 
population'is 11.92% and 1.21% respectively. - 
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The 199] census report-. incHcaheR the fema ] e [literacy 
rate as 31.32% ns against 50.4 7% foi* males. The liiteracy rat^es 
for SC and ST according to 1901 census is-- 12.35 for SC females 
and 31.08% for SC males and 12,2 5% and 2 8.71% for ST females and 
males respectively. 

Although the Sex-ratio favours women we see that women 
are far behind men in Literacy. 

Tile 9 villages that were selected for field sturly vs?ere 
spread out in the entire district. They were AKKIHEBBATi, 
BALLENAHALLI , JAKKANAHALLI , KATiEROREGOWDANA KOPPATilJ, KTKKERI , 
MURUKANAHALLT , POuVANAHALT.T , S JNOHGHATTA , and SOLriEPllRA . And 
the two urban slums sampled were AGRAHARA and nOSAMOf^Ar.11, 
whicli were local:ed in the taluk headquarters. 

SUPPORT SERVICE: 

'The Taluk under stujdy did not: have Anganawadi , many 
people felt the need for an Anganawadi, but whether provision of 
Anganawadi will improve the enrollment: of girls is in question. 

The health centres present are few and those existing 
do not function properly as there is a shortage of. doctors an<3 
nurses. 

'there are about 26 registered Mahila Mandals in the 
Taluk. Of the nine villages sampled, the following conclusions 
were drawn: 

M'he Mahila Mandals th()ugh present do nr)t promol.e 
women's empowerment or provide adequate skills and the activities 
are limit:ed. Tailoring is l.he only activity carried out by fdie 
Mahila Mandals- 3'he women felt that there was not er\ou 9 h space to 




cond\ict workshop, meetintj etc. Also i:Vie number of girls t?iken Tor 
tailoring classes arc limited tf^ five mcml)ers on 1 y , ca s te i sm is 
another factor which forbids many women from participating in the 
activities of t:he Mahila Man da Is as t.here is oi^jection from women 
of other castes that a e considered to be s u per i o r , Most of the 
women wanted different schemes apart from the exi.sting 
o ne s - Ta i 1 o r 1 ng does not fetch t.hem income to make them 
s e 1 f - s u f f i c i e. n h . 

In Krishnarajpet taluk, the women are quite clear about 
their views regarding education- Although they live in the rural 
ar^as^ thr*y are aware of city culture. Many women were of the 
impression that education is an important tool in moulding 
children be it a boy or girl. 

.^('ime women were aware of the importance of ed\icatiori 
but felt tl^at they would not he l)enefited| Cor education cannot 
provide employment to everybody, instead if a girl is taught to 
work in the fields, she could earn and contribute to the family. 
And there were some others who thought that educating girls was 
against their ideas/principle, for they still believe in age old 
customs and tradition. A girl, acc^ording to them was meant merely 
for looking after the men- be it father, brother, husband or 
sons, to make the life of men easier by cooking, cleaning and in 
general doing household chores. 




In the i^ampJed a reri , wlif^n a girl born, it is viewed 
with contempt. The first expression, sometimes by the parents 
themselves is "oh, it's a GIRT,! ".The girls are taught to be very 
responsible at a very young age while boys of the same agegrovip 
are encouraged to play, A boy always enjoys a higher place in 
most of the families- Even if a girl expresses her desire to 
become a professional she is silenced and suppressed while her 
male counterpart is considered as a potential breadwinner and 
hence has the right to become a professional. Wj l;h such kind of 
disparities still prevailing, it is very difficult to think and 
act equal tn a male- Such disparities are not only with respect 
to food and play activities but also ed\]cation.

Out of the 41 teacliers interviewed, 32 werr; male and 
only 0 were fernale- According to the teachers, the main reason 
.that encourages the parents to send their daughter to school 
is appointing more female teachers-this will encourage both 
the student and the parents as they feel that the lady teachers 
are more patient and understanding than their male counterparts. 

63% of the teacher's qualification was either high 
school/higher secondary and 1were graduates, and 100% were

Although there'; are adequal.e number of both government 
and prival,e schools, the Retention ral.e is low as t.here are many 
drop-out and non-en ro I 1 erl girls. The people here are ignorant and 
lack mot: i vat. ion, a lot. of i mpo r t.a ff-e is given to boys. 

M’his village l\as ruany communities, a few were economically sound 
but socially backward. 

A general group discussion wit:h the women of all communities

Most of the houses have 
electricity and adequate water s iipp 1 y . The re are three mini-tanks, 
four ho re-wells and four pucca we 1 1 s . A few houses are provided 
wi th to i 1 fd.s too. 

Most of the people were engaged in picking and 
stringing f I owe rs (" seva n th i cje ") a s it was the flowering season. It 
was found that during this season, the girls become irregular in 
going to school and invariably drop-out as they have to st. ring a 
lot of ritvwers. We observful that. it. was mostly the womei'i and 
girls who stringing flowers. 

We also observed that l.lu^ girls were not motivated and 
lacked interest in studies. People are poor,they not see any 
reason for a girl to he eduf:al.ed beyond primary level. They 
openly admit, that boys shoi^ld inherit ancestral property as they 
spend an equal amount of mon^y on the girl's marriage in i.be form 
of dowry and other expenses. The trenchers admitted that I'.here 
were a .lot of drop-outs during flowering season and suggested 
that vacation be given during this period. The teachers felt that 
the enrollment would increase if separate -schools for girls with 
Lady teachers are prov ided. I'hey felt that equip)n\ents like 
teaching-aid, toys, sport articles etc. vs^ould at:ti-act more 
-studenl.s. Thc*y also felt that cultural activities should be given 
priorities. Since there is a lot of enrollment of ..girls In 
standard VII, a separate section is operational.

Pairs were organised every year in this temple on a 
grand scale ;however for the past one year there has been some 
communal d i sluirbance as a result of this, fairs are no more 
held. 

This village is provided with Iv^nks, post offices, hns 
services and also other private t r‘r]nH[ir)rLa t ion. Health (jentrc‘s 
and veterinary hospitals are functic>nal there is a mahila mandal 
which is not very active. 

There are a number of schcu^ls in the village (2 TiPS, 1

extremely superstitious and st.ill follow age old cust:oms and 
tradition ainl this has been one of the major reasoris ff3r girls 
being retrained at home after primary schooling . The reason for 
Non enrollment is due to poverty parental ignorance.

GIRL EDUCATION AND WOMEN EMPOWERMENT 

Gender disparity has existed in the last four 

decades* In 1991 the male literacy rate was 50,47 and female was 

31-32. The grade wise enrollment and rlrop-out rate have also 

indicated the existence of cvnder disparity.During 1991-92 only 

71% of girls are enrolled in clfisses I to * II with a disparity of 

7% as compared to boys.The average drop-ovit rate for girls is two 

times that of boys.About 4f)% SC and ST girls dropout by class V_ 

The reasons for such disparities have been mainly: 

Negat:ive attitucie towards girl education 

Girls given greater responsibility for bouseliold arul 
taki i^g care of yoving ones

by giving adequate support. .Special grants of Rs . 1 0 lakhs 
can be earmarked each year for rany activity proposed by 
these organisations relat'.ed l:o women empowerment and girl 
education such as linking literacy with income generation 
acl-.ivil.y. The grants will be loutied through Department of 
women and child welfare.

2 ) floe i a 1 factors--on set of p\il)erty , ea r 1 y marriage and a 
wide-spread belief in female seclusion as wel 1 as an 
increasing demand for girls schools and women I.eacher 
also affect the girls educatit:)n- 

3) Cl i r j ’s ofl'.en opt-out of the school to help in domestic 
c:lu)f(‘S and to look after tlu*ii* younger svblii'igs. 

4) Restriction on the rnt>bi 1 i ty of gi rls and lack of access 
to school' also are i inpo r ta n t Cac tors - 

5) Discriminatory processes at work within the school system 
itself is a factor to be considered. 

Female education means empowerment, delayed 

marriage,better knowledge of conLraception,sma11er family size 
and higher potential earnings- Also if women are e.d\ical:ed, they 
will not lend themselves to any kind of exploitation like wage 
(.‘arning, etc. 


iC can be concluded that women’s education should be 
taken up as a cha 1 1 enge , r i gh L from the grass-i*ont level. Rural 
areas nepd to he specially t.arget.ed so l.hat tV^e drop-nut rate and 
non-enrollment among girls \s brought: down.
